We have given the subs1ar.ee of the above 
ca*.os without ihe slightest coloring ; and would 
add, lhal were it not lhat Mrs. Ransom ap- 
plied lo the gciillemen in their oOiciat capacity 
as Magistrates, we would say the case should 
be dismissed ; but when we find tlioso who 
should be patteros for law ond Older, — men, 
loo, who l.j'l it in Iheir power lo punish se- 
verely (he person they allcdgc iusullcd Ihcm, 
we see no reason why judgement should not be 
entered up against ibem. J/rir inslaucc, the 
gialuitous advice of Mr. Machell, when he 
must haec known that such language would be 
irritating, was altogether uncalled for, A 
pcrsou applying to a law functionary, on buii- 
ness, has not got silently to submit to be lec- 
tured, good, or bad ; and under the circum- 
stances, it could only have been done to cxis* 
perale an opponent. In the caso of Mr. 
Lcppar, he appears to have been the aggressor 
in Ihc use of uncalled for language \ for when 
ho charged Mrs. Hansom wilh circulating what 
was not true, ale denied it j but without wail- 
ing to prove his position, Mr. Lcppar fiat 
called the plaintiff in the case a liar.
